TITLE 2. FAIR POLITICAL
PRACTICES COMMISSION

NOTICE ISHEREBY GIVEN that the Fair Political
Practices Commission (the “Commission”), under the
authority vested in it under the Political Reform Act
(the* Act”)1 by Section 83112 of the Government Code,
proposesto adopt, amend, or repeal regulationsin Title
2, Division 6 of the CaliforniaCode of Regulations. The
Commission will consider the proposed regulation at a
pubic hearing on or after May 12, 2011, at the offices of
the Fair Political Practices Commission, 428 J Street,
Suite 800, Sacramento, California, commencing at
approximately 10:00 a.m. Written comments must be
received at the Commission offices no later than 5:00
p.m.onMay 11, 2011.

BACKGROUND/OVERVIEW

On February 10, 2011, the commission adopted, on
an emergency basis, amendments to Regulation 18734
torequirethefiling of interimfinancial disclosurestate-
ments (Form 700) by public officials who hold deci-
sion—making positions at newly created agencies prior
to the adoption of the agency’s conflict—of—interest
code and further requiring agenciesto provide an inter-
im disclosure policy describing the positions covered
andthefiling obligationfor each of those positions.

REGULATORY ACTION

Adopt 2 Cal. Code Regs. § 18734: The Commission
will consider adopting Regulation 18734 to make per-
manent the provisions of existing emergency Regula-
tion 18734 requiring (1) certain officials in newly
created positions, including those at new agencies, to
file interim financial disclosure statements and (2) re-

The Commission may delete provisions, adopt the
language noticed herein, or choose new languagetoim-
plement its policy regarding the posting of information
on its website relevant to the Political Reform Act
(Government Code Sections 81000-91014), the fi-
nancing of el ection campaignsand government ethics.

The
Board, upon itsown motion or at theinstance of any in-
terested party, may thereafter adopt the proposal's sub-
stantially as described below or may modify such pro-
posalsif such modifications are sufficiently related to
the original text. With the exception of technical or
grammatical changes, thefull text of any modified pro-

OVERVIEW

Business and Professions Code section 7208 author-
izesthe Board to govern the admission of applicantsfor
examination for licensure to instruct blind persons in
the use of guide dogs or to engage in the business of
training, selling, hiring, or being in the business of sup-
plying guide dogsfor the blind; govern the operation of
schools which furnish guide dogs and train blind per-
sonsto useguidedogs.

1. Amendsection2252.

Existing regulation provides definitions for the
term“Board” andtheterm*“Code.”

> This proposed regulation would add
definitionsfor theterms* guidedog,” “ client,”
“guide dog team,” “instructor,” “apprentice,”
and“instruction.”
2. Amend section 2275.
Existing regul ation statesthat aschool berequired
to give each blind personwho receivesaguide dog
acertificate of aveterinarian stating that the guide
dog has been neutered. The school shall retain a
copy of suchdocumentinitsrecords.

Thisproposed regulationwould:
e Makeagrammatica changefrom*of” to
“from.”

e Adda“spay” requirement to the spayed
or neutered requirement.

3. Amend section 2284.
Existing regulation requires that an apprentice
cannot act as an instructor without the “direct and
immediate supervision of alicensedinstructor.”

This proposed regulation would delete the
requirement that supervision be “direct and
immediate.” This change will give guide dog
schools more  flexibility in  their
apprenticeship programsand give apprentices
the opportunity to gradually change levels of
supervisionasexperienceisgained.

4. Addsection2295.

Thisproposed regulationwould:

e  Grant the Executive Officer of the Board
or his designee the authority to issue
citations containing orders to pay fines
between $100 and $5,000 and an order of
abatement for any violation of the Act,
The California Code of Regulations, or
any laws governing the guide dog
schools or guide dog instructors.
Citations may be issued without an
assessment or fine.

e Addarequirementthat eachcitationbein
writing and describe the nature and facts
of eachviolation, including areferenceto
the statute or regulatory section that has
allegedly beenviolated.

e Add a provision that the citation be
served upon the cited person either
personally or by certified United States
mail.

5. Addsection2295.1.

The proposed regulation would require that at
the issuance of each citation, the following
factors be considered: nature and severity of
violation, length of time since violation has
occurred, consequences of violation, history
of previousviolations, evidencethat violation
was willful, gravity of violation, and the
extent to which the cited person had
remediated any knowledge and/or skill
deficiencies which could have injured a
consumer.

6. Addsection2295.2.

Theproposed regulationwoul d:
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Require that the citation inform the
licenseethat if he/shedesiresahearingto
contest the finding of a violation, a
hearing may be requested by written
notice to the board within 30 calendar
days of the date of issuance of the
citation. Hearings shall be held pursuant
to the provisons of Chapter 5
(commencing with section 11500) of
Part 1 of Division 3 of Title 2 of the
Government Code.

Add that a cited person may, within 14
calendar days, after service of the
citation, submit a written request for an
informal conference with the Executive
Officer.

Require the Executive Officer or his’her
designee, within 30 calendar days from
receipt of the written request, to hold an
informal conference with the person
cited and/or hig’her legal counsel or
authorized representative.

Add that the Executive Officer or his
designee may affirm, modify or dismiss
the citation at the conclusion of the
informal conference. A written decision
from the conference shall be mailed to
the cited person and higher lega
counsel, if any, within 14 calendar days
from the date of theinformal conference.
The decision shall be deemed a fina
order withregardtothecitationissued.

Add that if the citation is dismissed, the

request for a hearing shall be deemed as

withdrawn. If the citation is affirmed or

modified, the cited person may withdraw

the request for hearing or proceed with

theadministrative hearing process.

7. Addsection2295.3.

>  This section is added to grant the Executive

Officer theauthority to issue acitation against
any unlicensed person who is acting in the
capacity of alicensee under thejurisdiction of
the board and who is not otherwise exempt
from licensure. Each citation may contain an
Administrative fine. Administrative fines
shall range from $250 to $5,000 for each
violation.

of Pharmacy is considering changes to Section 1793.5
of Division 17 of Title 16 of the CaliforniaCode of Reg-
ulationsasfollows:

INFORMATIVE DIGEST/POLICY STATEMENT
OVERVIEW

The Board of Pharmacy proposes to amend Section
1793.5 of Article 11 of Division 17 of Title 16 of the
CaliforniaCode of Regulationsand to update Authority
and Referencecitations.

Existing regulation at Section 1793.5 requires an ap-
plicant for apharmacy technician registration to submit
an application to the board. The application, Form
17A-5 (Rev. 9/94) is incorporated by reference; this
proposed regulation repeal s this application and incor-
porates by reference a new Pharmacy Technician Ap-
plication, Form 17A-5 with arevision date of January
2011. As proposed, the pharmacy technician applica-
tion incorporates educational and licensing require-
ments currently found in Division 2 of Chapter 9 of the
Businessand ProfessionsCode.
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Existing regulation in subdivision (a) of Section
1793.5 refers to a pharmacy technician “registration.”
Thisproposal would amendthat subdivisiontorefertoa
pharmacy technician“license.” Thisamendmentisnec-
essary to make the terminology in this section consis-
tent with the board’ s statutory authority to issue aphar-
macy technician “license” as specified in Business and
Professions Code section 4202.

Existing regulation in subdivision (a)(3) of section
1793.5 requires an applicant for apharmacy technician
license to provide a signed statement as to whether the
applicant has ever been convicted of or pled no contest
toaviolation, asspecified. Thisproposal would remove
this requirement in regulation, because this statement
has been incorporated into the pharmacy technician ap-
plication (17A-5) which isincorporated by reference.
Thus, the amendment is necessary to remove a state-
ment which is duplicative of information contained in
the pharmacy technician application.

This proposal would add a new subdivision (a)(4) to
current Section 1793.5 which would require an appli-
cant for apharmacy technician license to submit to the
board with his or her application asealed, original Self
Query Report from the National Practitioner DataBank
— Healthcare Integrity and Protection Data Bank
(NPDB-HIPDB). Business and Professions Code sec-
tion 4207 specifiesthat theboard shall make athorough
investigation to determinewhether an applicant isqual -
ified for the license being sought. The board has deter-
mined that the requirement to submit a Self Query Re-
port, asspecifiedinthe proposal, isnecessary and perti-
nent to the board’sinvestigation to determineif aphar-
macy technician applicant has been the subject of disci-
plinein another state prior to making alicense decision
togrant or deny alicense.

Existing regulation in subdivision (c) of Section
1793.5 specifiestime framesin which an applicant will
be notified of any deficiency in his or her application,
andinwhichtheboard will notify an applicant of adeci-
sion on his or her application. This proposa would
specify that the time frame in which the board will
notify an applicant of adecision appliestothetimeperi-
od after which any investigation conducted by theboard
is complete. This amendment is necessary because in
some cases the board’s investigation cannot be com-
pleted and adecisionto grant or deny alicensecannot be
made within 60 days of an application being deemed
complete.

Existing regulation in subdivision (d) of Section
1793.5 references the fee that a pharmacy technician
must pay to renew alicense issued by the board. This
proposal would replace the existing regulation refer-
ence with a statutory reference. The board’s fee sched-
ulewasrevised in 2009, and anew fee schedule was ef -
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fective on January 1, 2010 (see Chapter 270, Statutes of
2009 at section 4400 of the Business and Professions
Code). The proposed amendment is necessary to re-
move an obsoletereferenceand to provideacurrent ref-
erenceto thefeethat apharmacy technician must pay to
renew alicenseissued by theboard.

BusinessImpact: Theboard hasmadeaninitial deter-
mination that the proposed regulatory action would
have no significant statewide adverse economic impact
directly affecting businesses, including the ability of
Cdlifornia businesses to compete with businesses in
other states. Thisinitial determination is based on the
fact that the proposed regulation does not affect abusi-
ness; rather, it affects applicants (individuals) who are
seeking licensurefromthe Board of Pharmacy.

The board determined that up to 50 percent of phar-
macy technician applications have one or more defi-
ciencies, which delays the processing of license ap-
plications. By incorporating by reference a Pharmacy
Technician Application (17A-5) that reflects existing
laws and regulations, the board believes that deficien-
cies will be reduced and that applications will be pro-
cessed moretimely.

Section 4207 of the Business and Professions Code
requires the board to make a thorough investigation of
an applicant for licensure to determine whether the ap-
plicant is qualified for the license being sought. Subdi-
vision (d) of this section provides that the information
requested by the board for this purpose shall not be re-
quired to be adopted by regulation pursuant to the Ad-
ministrative Procedure Act.

Thisproposal includesarequirement that apharmacy
technician applicant shall submit with his or her ap-
plication a Self Query Report from the National Practi-
tioner DataBank — Healthcare ntegrity and Protection
Data Bank (NPDB-HIPDB). The Self Query Report
will alow the board to determine if the applicant has
been disciplined in another state prior to making ali-
censing decision.

Existing regulation in subdivision (c) specifiestime-
frames in which the board will notify an applicant of
any deficiency of an application, and of the board’'s de-
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cision to grant or deny a license. This proposal will
specify that once an application is deemed complete,
and upon compl etion of any investigation conducted, as
specified, theboard will then notify the applicant of ali-
censingdecision.

Existing regulation at subdivision (d) of Section
1793.5 providesaregulatory referencerelated tothere-
newal fee a pharmacist technician must pay. This pro-
posal would provide a more current reference, as the
board’s fee schedule was amended effective January 1,
2010. (See Chapter 270, Statutes of 2009, at section
4400 of theBusinessand ProfessionsCode.)

Impact on Jobs/New Businesses. The Board of Phar-
macy has determined that this regulatory proposal will
not have a significant impact on the creation of jobs or
existing businessesor theexpansion of businessesinthe
Stateof California.

Cost Impact on Representative Private Person or
Business. The agency is hot aware of any cost impacts
that a representative business would necessarily incur
inreasonable compliancewith the proposed action. The
board estimates that a representative private person
presently incurs approximately $133 in reasonable
compliancewiththeexisting regul ation. Theboard esti-
mates that a representative private person may incur
additional costs of approximately $28 in reasonable
compliance with the proposed action. The board based
this estimate on the following information and/or as-
sumptions:

INFORMATIVE DIGEST/POLICY STATEMENT

The California Institute for Regenerative Medicine

measure, which provides $3 billion in funding for stem
cell research and dedicated facilities at California uni-
versities and research ingtitutions, was approved by
Cdliforniavoters on November 2, 2004, and called for
the establishment of a new state agency to make grants
and provideloansfor stemcell research, research facili-
tiesand other vital research opportunities.
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The Independent Citizens Oversight Committee
(“1COC") is the 29-member governing board for the
Institute. |ICOC membersarepublic officials, appointed
on the basis of their experience earned in California’s
leading public universities, non—profit academic and
research ingtitutions, patient advocacy groups and the
biotechnology industry.

TheScientificand Medical Accountability Standards
Working Group (“Standards Working Group” or
“SWG") makes recommendations to the ICOC on
scientific, medical and ethical standards pertaining to
stem cell research the Institute funds. Specifically,
California Health and Safety Code section 125290.55
requires the Standards Working Group to: 1) recom-
mend to the ICOC scientific, medical and ethical stan-
dards; 2) recommendtothel COC standardsfor all med-
ical, socioeconomic, and financial aspects of clinical
trialsand therapy delivery to patients, including, among
others, standardsfor safe and ethical proceduresfor ob-
taining materials and cells for research and clinical ef-
fortsfor the appropriate treatment of human subjectsin
medical research consistent with paragraph (2) of sub-
division (b) of Section 125290.35, and to ensure com-
pliance with patient privacy laws; 3) recommend to the
|COC maodification of the standards described in num-
bers(1) and (2) asneeded; 4) makerecommendationsto
the ICOC on the oversight of funded research to ensure
compliancewiththe standardsdescribedin numbers(1)
and (2); and, 5) advise the ICOC, the Scientific and
Medical Research Funding Working Group, and the
Scientific and Medical Research Facilities Working
Group onanon—going basison rel evant ethical and reg-
ulatory issues.

In November of 2010, the ICOC approved a motion
to initiate the rulemaking (OAL) process to amend
CIRM Medical and Ethical Standardsregulations. With
thisregulatory action, CIRM proposesto amend section
100080to add linesderived under license of the Austra-
lian National Health and Medical Research Council as
“acceptably derived.”

All hESC lines used in CIRM—funded research must
comply with specific standards for acceptable deriva-
tion. CIRM recognizes as “acceptably derived” human
embryonic stem cell lines created in accordance with
the procedures and policies of six authorized authori-
ties.

Human Research
Ethics Committee approval is a prerequisite for every
license application and any variation to an existing li-
cense. A licenseisonly issued if the proposed research
complieswiththeEthical Guidelineson TheUseof As-
sisted Reproductive Technology in Clinical Practice
and Research. These guidelines include the following
requirements:

I nformed Consent

The Licensing Committee must be satisfied that the
research protocol includes proper consent from each
person responsible for the embryo [gamete providers,
their spouses, and thewoman for whomtheembryowas
crated and her partner (if different from gamete provid-
er)]. The consent process must be separated from clini-
cal careand theguidelinesrequirea“ cooling—off” peri-
od beforethe consent becomeseffectivetoallow thedo-
nor(s) to withdraw. In practice the Human Research
Ethics Committee has used a two—stage consent pro-
cess. Stage 1 consent is for the use of donor embryos
and stage 2 consent isfor the use of any derived hESC
lines. See table 1 for additional information regarding
consent requirements.

Paymentsand Expensesfor Donors

The guidelines contain a prohibition on the commer-
cia trading in human eggs, sperm or embryos. They
also stipulate there should be no payments or other in-
ducements for the donation of gametes, gonadal tissue
or cellsfor research. The reimbursement of reasonable
out—of—pocket expensesassociated with the procedures
isacceptable.

Oversight
Human Research Ethics Committee approval isapre-
requisitefor every license application and any variation
to an existing license. The committee will review the
justification for theuse of human embryosand placeap-
propriate restrictions on the number that may be used
for thespecificlicense.

SUMMARY OF PETITION

Petitioner requests the Department of Corrections
and Rehabilitation to amend the California Code of
Regulations, Title 15, Division 3, Section 3190, Person-
al Property. Petitioner contends that Mule Creek State
Prison staff requiresinmatesto comply with the six cu-
bicfoot limit by first putting forth all state—issued items
and second, the inmate's approved persona property,
into abox with asix cubic foot interior. Petitioner states
the current language is vague and overbroad by use of
the word, “combined,” because inmates do not have a
choice regarding receipt of state-issued items, and in
some cases, must discard someof their personal proper-
ty tocomply withthesix cubicfoot limit.

DEPARTMENT DECISION

The CaliforniaDepartment of Correctionsand Reha-
bilitation denies the petitioner’s request. In these regu-
lations, specifically Section 3190, Personal Property,
which was recently amended in 2008, pursuant to the
provisions of the Administrative Procedure Act, the
volume of property each inmate may possess in their
quarters/state living area is confined to six cubic feet.
Subsection 3190(c) establishes an inmate's approved
personal property and state-issued items must not ex-
ceed six cubicfeetincombinedvolume.

Theintent of the Department inadopting thisrulewas
to prevent harm to inmates and staff by reducing unsafe
and hazardous conditions. The Department has deter-
mined six cubic feet is areasonable limit based on the
following professional assertions.

1.  Written notice from the Office of State Fire
Marshall confirms that excessive amounts of
combustible materials in inmate living quarters
constitute a fire hazard endangering the personal
safety of inmatesand staff.

2. Security staff asserts that excessive amounts of
persona property increase security hazards by
increasing the opportunity for the hiding of
weapons, drugsand other contraband.

3. Medical staff asserts that excessive amounts of
personal property increase heath hazards by
impeding cell or dormitory cleaning and provide
nesting placesfor vermin.
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4. Transportation Unit staff confirms the space
available on the buses used to transport prisoners
amounts to six cubic feet or less per prisoner
passenger.

5. Ingtitution staff asserts that larger limits would

require more than 12 cubic feet for persona
property per cell, and that an aready crowded
prison systemdoesnot allow for that space.

Additionally, Section 3161 alowsfor one additional
cubic foot for aninmate’slegal material of active cases,
and also providesfor the additional storage of that legal
material.

Itisnecessary to requirethat the combined volume of
an inmate's state-issued items and approved personal
property does not exceed six cubic feet within an in-
mate’sliving quartersto hel p reducethe potential risk to
inmates and staff. The confined space of an inmate’'s
cell createsagreater potential for hazardous conditions
duetothesmall space.

The Department recognizes the value for inmates to
possessapproved personal property whileincarcerated.
Such personal property hel pstheinmate maintain men-
tal well-being by providing an opportunity for the in-
mate to remain connected to his or her human aspect;
however, the safety of all personsand the security of the
institutionsisthe Department’sfirst responsibility. Be-
cause of the reasons provided above, the Department
must maintain that the combined volume of state—
issued and allowable personal property items shall not
exceed six cubic feet unless otherwise specified in the
regulations.
